Two Sets Found, Be-

OTTAWA, Ill., March 17—In- 
vestigators searched through 
heavy snow in Starved Rock 
State Park near here today for 
clues in the killing of three so- 
cially prominent suburban Chi- 
cago women. 

William H. Morris, superin- 
tendent of Illinois State Police, 
said among important clues 
found thus far are two sets of 
footprints leading away from a 
ledge where the women appar- 
ently were bludgeoned to death. 
The prints were believed to have 
been made by men. 

The bodies of the women, Mrs. 
Robert Lindquist, 50 years old; 
Mrs. George Oetting, 50, and Mrs. 
Robert Murphy, 47, were found 
yesterday by a searching party 
in a shallow cave in a wall of 
St. Louis Canyon. They appar- 
ently had been dead since Mon- 
day. 

Clothes in Disarray. 


The women’s clothing was in 
disarray. Their dresses had been 
pulled over their heads and the 
girdles of two of them had been 
ripped apart. The other body had 
no underclothing. 

Morris said the footprints were 
dim and were visible for only a 
short distance from the ledge. 
From that point they were lost 
under a fresh seven and one-half 
inch snow which fell Tuesday |_ 
night. 

The ~ pattis” separated after 
leaving the cave, one meandering 
toward the canyon floor and the 
other going up the canyon and 
then down. 

Members of the Ottawa Fire 
Rescue Squad, a volunteer Civil 
Defense agency, used flame- 
throwers today to melt snow 
away from the mouth of the 
cave. 

Under the snow they found 
stains from blood which had 
coursed from the cave onto the 
rocks. 

Also uncovered by the flame- 
throwers below the cave were 
a broken dental plate, a temple 
piece from a pair of eyeglasses, 
part of a woman’s comb and 
two 18-inch lengths of heavy

WASHINGTON, March

parole. 


A key feature of his program 
would be the abandonment of | 
racial barriers and the easing of | 
nationality restrictions for entry | 
into this country.

New Pound Note Irks Tellers; 
Shifting Serial to Left Not Right 


LONDON, March 17 (AP)—A 


The money is the new one- 
pound note, worth $2.80, which 
came out this morning with a 
portrait ‘of Queen Elizabeth II 
on it. 

In the old notes, the serial 
number was at the upper right 
and lower left. In the new ones, 
it is at the upper left and lower 
right. 


Britain’s 140,000 bank clerks 
have always counted money by | 
holding the left side down with 
their left hands while they 
flipped through the right hand 
corners with their right hands. 
This enabled them to check the 
serial numbers for stolen notes 
or forgeries. 


Now they have to hold the 


right hand side down with their

right .hands and flip the left 
hand corners with their left 
hands. 

“The new position will double 
our work,” declared Edgar Bell, 
president of the National Union 
of Bank Employes.

Amendment Provides 
for Death Penalty or 
Life Term in Event 
of Fatal Injury in 
Blast.

A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch 
WASHINGTON, March 17— 
The Senate passed an amend- 
ment to its civil rights bill to- 
day to impose heavy penalties 
for interstate transportation 
explosives for use in bombings. 


The vote was 87 to 0 on the 
provision which broadens a sec- 
tion of the Administration rights 
bill aimed primarily at pro- 
tecting schools and places of 
worship from “‘hate-bombers.” 


Today’s amendment, submit- 
mitted by Senator Kenneth B. 
Keating (Rep.), New York, pro- 
hibits transporting, or aiding in 
transporting, in interstate com- 
merce any explosive with knowl- 
edge or intent that it will be 
used to damage or destroy any 
building or other property in an 
effort to interfere with its use 
for educational, religious, char- 
itable, residential, business or 
civic purposes. 

Violations would be punishable 
by one year in prison or a $1000 
fine and 10 years in jail, or a~’ 
$10,000 fine if the explosive 
caused personal injury. In case 
of a fatal injury, the penalty 
would be life imprisonment or 
death. 

Provision on Threats, 


The Keating amendment also 
provides for a $1000 fine or @& 
year in prison for use of 
phones or the mails to transm 
fake threats to bomb specified 
properties. 

The new provision is tacked 
onto a part of the adminstration 
program which, in its original 
state, specified heavy penalties 
for fleeing across state lines to 
avoid -prosecution for bombings 
and other destructive acts at 
schools and churches. 

The legislation was advanced 
after several incidents of that 
nature in the period since the 
Supreme Court school desegra- 
tion decision of 1954. 

The Senate, having in mind 
acts of violence which occur at 
times in labor disputes, amend 
the original proposal to cover 
bombings not only of schools and 
places of worship, but of any 
building, structure or vehicle. . 

Meanwhile in the House, South- 
ern members opened a drive t6 
restrict proposed voting rights: 
guarantees for Negroes to elec 
tion of federal officers. 

The pending civil rights bill, 
which appears well on the way 
to passage, provides that federal 
courts may appoint referees to 
prevent local election officials 
from barring Negroes from reg- 
istering and voting in all elec- 
tions, from that of President 
down to local officials.

FAA Approves Site 
and U.S. Allocates 
Fund for Develop- 
ment of Airfield. 


The St. Louis County Council 
adopted a resolution yesterday 
expressing intention to appro- 
priate an additional $100,000 for 
the purchase of Howell island as 
an airport site. 


The resolution stated the ap- 
proporiation would be made as 
soon as the “Federal Aviation 
Agency gives assurance it will 
approve the site and fedeial 
funds will be allocated for Gde- 
velopment of the proposed air- 
field. 


The money for purchase of 
the island, which is in the Mis- 
souri river, would be appropri- 
ated from the general revenue 
fund, the resolution said. 


Earlier this month, the FAA 
turned down the county’s request 
for a grant of $145,650 to begin 
development of the island as an 
airport. 

One of the reasons given was 
that the county had failed to 
show an availability of funds to 
match federal contributions. 


McNary Explains Purpose. 

County Supervisor James H. 
J. McNary told the Council that 
federal officials had informed 
him the application would re- 
ceive more favorable consider- 
ation if the county would fur- 
nish evidence of its ability to 
finance its share of the airport 
development. 


Accordingly, the resolution was 
introduced and passed. The 
council had already appropriat- 
~ ed $50,000 for the project, mak- 
ing it necessary only to indicate 
the ability to put up $100,000 in 
order to match the federal grant. 

The council passed an ordi- 
nance last January providing 
conditional approval’ for pur- 
chase of 1500 acres of the island 
at a cost of $750,000. 

The conditions were that the 
FAA approve the site and make 
a grant, that the island be found 
to lie entirely within St. Louis 
county, and that a survey be 
made to determine whether the 
development would be feasible. 


Reasons for FAA’s Action. 

In turning down the request 
for funds, the FAA cited the 
county’s failure to show ability 
to match the grant and the ab- 
sence of a finding as to whether 
flights in and out of the island 
airport would conflict with es- 
tablished traffic lanes for other 
airports in the area. 

The latter determination would 
have to be made by the FAA, 
not the county. 

There is a possibility the coun- 

/ty’s request can be reconsidered 
because not all funds set aside 
for Missouri for the 1961 fiscal 
| year have been allocated yet, an 
FAA spokesman said when the 
county’s application was _ re- 
jected. 
Other Council Business. 

In other action, the council 
perfected a bill giving approval 
to a $1,551,880 urban renewal 
plan for Elmwood Park, an area 
north of Olivette. The plan was 
proposed by the county’s Land 
Clearance for Redevelopment 
Authority. 

Robert Tracy, secretary of the 
redevelopment agency, told the 
council the plan provides for de- 
velopment of 25.2 acres of the 
area for industrial purposes and 
30.6 acres for residential pur- 
poses. 

He explained the plan is a re- 
vision of an earlier one which 
had designated more acreage 
for industrial use and less for 
residential. Residents of the area 
objected and changes were 
made, Tracy said, 

Provision for single-family and 
multiple-family dwellings ac- 


commodating as many as 305, 


families is included in the re- 
vised plan, he said. 

Tracy said the $1,551,880 figure 
represents the cost of acquiring 
the needed property, including a 
2.8-acre park, site preparation, 
site improvements and adminis- 
tration of the program. 

Proceeds from the sale of land 
to developers would amount to 
about $553,000, reducing the net 
cost of the project to $989,000, 
Tracy said. : 

The Federal Government will 
pay two thirds of the net cost, 
making the county’s share $332,- 
829.

Scientists explained that, de- 
spite the brief passage of the 
nose cone through lower limits 
of the innermost radiation belt, 
some 130,000,000 proton tracks 
were recorded in each cubic inch 
of the emulsions. 

The Air Force said the emul- 
sion package was encased in the 
Atlas nose cone to provide in- 
formation on the energy distri- 


bution of protons and other 
more massive particles trapped 
in the earth’s radiation belts. 

The emulsion sheets provided 
a visual record of activity in the 
radiation belts which surround 
the earth; the Air Force said. 

Scientists said that infinitely 
tiny nuclear explosions were re- 
corded on the emulsion sheets 
as a result of collisions of high 
energy protons with the silver 
and promine atoms in the emul- 
sions.

Under questioning; however, 
Ford said the FCC “is in com- 
plete sympathy and accord” 
with another proposal to estab- 
lish a broad code of ethics and 
standards for conduct of agency 
members and employes.

On Retired Officers. 

The House Armed Services 
Committee approved a bill yes- 
terday to keep recently retired 
military officers from calling on 
their old associates as salesmen. 
The vote was 3 to 1. 

The measure is the outcome 
of several weeks’ hearings last 
year by a subcommittee which 


more than 1400 former officers 
by the 100 biggest defense con- 
tractors. 

Subcommittee Chairman E. 
Edward Hebert (Dem.), Louis- 
ana, who had recommended stiff 
criminal penalties for officers 
selling to the Defense Depart- 
ment withn two years of their 
retirement, made a final attempt 
to have such provisions written 


into the bill. 

He lost, 28 to 4, and the com- 
mittee approved a draft in which 
the only penalty is loss of re- 
tred pay. Retired officers, how- 
ever, under the legislation would 
have to register if they went to 
work for defense contractors, 
and such contractors would have 
to report on former officers on 
their payrolls. 

U.S. Bond Rates. 

A Treasury official said yes- 
terday Congress could not af- 
ford to gamble on a future de- 
cline in interest yields on long- 
term Government bonds in de- 
laying action on legislation to 
repeal the interest ceiling. 

“Such a wait-and-see attitude 
would, in our judgment, be a 
very serious mistake,” Under 
Secretary of the Treasury Ju- 
lian B. Baird wrote to Repre- 
sentative Frank Ikard (Dem.), 
Texas. Ikard, a member of the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, had asked about the 
need for repeal legislation in 
view of a recent decline in mar- 
ket yields on outstanding Goy- 
ernment bonds. 


The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee approved a bill which de- 
nied the Treasury request for 
outright repail of a 44 per cent 
interest limit. It—pérmitted cir- 
cumvention of the ceiling 
through other devices. The bill 
faces strong House opposition. 


Baird wrote Ikard .that inter- 
est rate trends went always 
unpredictable. 


Minimum Wage. 

Representatives of labor and 
management urged Congress 
yesterday to increase the mini- 
mum wage from $1 to $1.25 an 
hour. 

They testified at the opening 
of hearings before a House 
Labor subcommittee on 67 bills 
to increase the minimum wage 
and extend its coverage. 

Their agreement prompted 
Representative Roman C. Pucin- 
ski (Dem.), Illinois, to comment: 
“This is the first time that labor 
and management have agreed 
before this committee.” 

Both Jacob S. Potofsky, presi- 
dent of. the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers of America, and 
James S. Haley, secretary of 
Cluett, Peabody Inc., which op- 
erates clothing plants in New 
York, Georgia, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota and Pennslyvania, 
said the $1.25 kage minimum 
could be absorbed in their in-’ 
dustry with little or no effect 
on retail prices.

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Not by Glamour Alone 


We doubt that Democratic National Chair- 
man Paul Butler’s remarks about Senator 
Kennedy were intended to stack the cards in 
favor of the latter's presidential candidacy. 
They do, however, call attention to a growing 
tendency on the part of some Democratic 
leaders to assume that the only real question 


for the national convention to decide is which — 


candidate has proved himself the best vote- 
getter in the primaries. 

If that is all the convention will have to 
decide, it might just as well not be held. 

Mr. Butler apparently told an “off-the-rec- 
ord” dinner meeting of reporters that if Sen- 
ator Kennedy wins in Wisconsin and West 


Virginia he will be unstoppable at the con-. 


vention in July, The party chairman is en- 
titled to his opinion, and may even be right 
in it, but we hope the convention delegates 
will give some consideration to the substan- 
tive qualifications of the various candidates, 
and not merely to their popularity standing 
in the “beauty contest” primaries. 

The personal qualities that may enable a 
candidate to win a few carefully selected 
state contests against limited opposition are 
not by any means the same qualities that the 
convention ought to look for if it is seeking 
the strongest nominee and the strongest po- 
tential president. - 

Senator Kennedy is a most attractive young 


politician, with many appealing attributes and 


no doubt a capacity for growth. He has a 
charming personality, an apparently inex- 
haustible store of energy, and an earnest zeal 
for public causes. He has the ability to at- 
tract, and the wisdom to use, the services of 
first-rate brains in the various fields of public 
policy. In some ways his most attractive 
characteristic is the very freshness of his 
appeal. As a candidate he would represent 
a turning away from the past, a break with 


the older generation of political leadership, - 


a new start in tackling the new problems of 
a new decade. 


" But there are elements on the other side 


of the balance, and it would be foolish to over- . 
look them. Senator Kennedy will be 43 at the 


time of the election. While this is by no 
means a conclusive disqualification in itself, 
it is a factor to be considered in view of the 
vast and delicate world problems the next 
President will have to face. 

More important than the Senator’s age is 
the rather strange lack of orientation in politi- 
cal ideas which characterizes his record. How 
could any Senator serve through the decade 
of the ’50s without being touched by or re- 
acting to McCarthyism, one of the most deep- 
ly significant political events of the period? 
And just where does a Senator stand who 
identifies himself as the leading sponsor of 
labor law reform, then at the crucial stage of 
the battle fights for weakening of the bill, 
then urges the Senate to pass it, and finally 
in addressing union groups afterwards apolo- 
gizes for the law? 

It may be that a careful reading of the 
scales at the convention next July will per- 
suade the delegates that Senator Kennhedy’s 
assets outweigh his liabilities. In any case 
the decision on him, and on every other can- 
didate, ought to be made on the basis of his 
qualifications. 
not a few selected election results, not the 
“image” fashioned by an expensive campaign, 
but experience, character, political orienta- 
tion, and capacity to deal with the enormous 
responsibilities of the most important office 
in the world—these should dominate the 
decision. 


To Reduce the Missile Gap 


If the Administration approves the Penta- 
gon plan for an 18 per cent increase in mis- 
sile strength, a short but important step 
forward in national defense can be taken. By 
spending $400,000,000, we could have 312 of 
the Atlases and Titans ready in 1963 instead 
of 270, according to the Pentagon. 

If the preponderance of the testimony be- 
fore Congress has any validity at all, this in- 
crease of 42 intercontinental ballistic missiles 
means the difference between a fair potential 
for deterring war and a dangerous deficiency. 

We need to do everything possible to re- 
duce our inferiority in ICBMs. As matters 
now stand, 1963 is expected to. be the year 
when the missile gap will be at its widest— 
at least 3 to 1—and our aging fleet of manned 
bombers will be virtually obsolete. It would 
be folly to find our defenses so inferior to 
those of Soviet Russia. 

While the Titan and Atlas are liquid-fueled, 
and the more efficient solid-fueled Polaris 
and Minuteman are expected :to pass their 
tests in a short time, we cannot wait for 
these mobile missiles. But at the same time 


that we put more men to work on Atlas and 


Titan, we could also redouble effort on the 
more sophisticated Polaris and Minuteman. 

The decisions that are being made right 
now’ are going to determine our military pos- 
ture during 1963. If that posture is not a 
strong one, the ability of the next President 
to negotiate with Russia will be reduced. 


National Origins, 1960 


For the fourth, time President Eisenhower 
is asking Congress to liberalize the immigra- 
tion laws, with a new effort to get around the 
chief obstacle to freer immigration. 

That obstacle is the “national origins” the- 
ory written into the country’s first quota law 
in 1921. The theory is that\migrants should 
be rationed in ratio to the national origins of 
the American people, as revealéd in the 1920 
census. The result of this astonishing pride 
in original stock is to block immigration from 
precisely those places where the pressure 
for migration is now greatest. 

For example, present quotas total 154,000. 
Hardly more than 73,000 are normally. ad- 
mitted, however, because Northern European 
countries with the largest quotas seldom fill 
them. The smaller quota countries, such as 
those of Southern Europe, have oversubscribed 
and mortgaged their quotas into the future. 

This unrealistic formula has been obstinate- 
ly defended by Representative Walter of 
Pennsylvania, co-author of the Walter-McCar- 
ran Act. Since the Administration has been 
unable to budge Mr. Walter, it is attempting 
a detour around the origins theory. Quotas 
would be based on the 1960 rathercthan the 
1920 census, and would be founded not on thé 
ethnic groups from different countries now 
in America, but on a percentage of actual im- 
migration from those countries. Unused 
quotas could be shifted from one nation to 
another. Thus the Administration hopes to 
double the total immigration.

paign year what they have failed to do before 
now? Their efforts will face inevitable charges 
of politicking for the so-called foreign vote. 
Yet present policy is a reflection on false 
pride, a disgrace to American ideals and an 
insult to other peoples. It should be changed. 


No Inspiration There 


Much of President Eisenhower’s press con- 
ference Wednesday was devoted to questions 
about civil rights, and the President’s answers 
reflected his lack of initiative in this field. 

Mr. Eisenhower said he approved generally 
peaceful demonstrations for equal rights in 
the South, and then warned that violence 
would be a disservice to this cause. This is 
true, so far most of the violence has been 


prompted by mobs carrying ballbats and even . 


by police. Perhaps the President was trying 
to say something on both sides of the “sit-in” 
issue, but where violence is concerned that 
issue has had only one side. 


As for calling a White House conference 


on racial problems, Mr. Eisenhower replied 
that such conferences ought to be held in 
Southern cities. He added that there is too 
much federal intervention. Undoubtedly local 
biracial conferences would be more produc- 
tive than a White House conference, but the 
President might have offered his prestige, 
influence and assistance in promoting them. 

So far President Eisenhower has shrunk 
from proposals for presidential enterprise in 
aiding civil rights. The Commission on Civil 
Rights suggested a new kind’of federal medi- 
ation service to promote such rights, and 
presidential appointment of registrars to help 
Negro voting. Mr. Eisenhower questioned 
the commission report generally, and his Ad- 
ministration’s rights bill omits the mediation 
idea and substitutes court-appointed referees 
for the presidential registrars. 


Mr. Eisenhower may, like the Southern op- 
position, think of such measures in terms of 
federal intervention. Strong believers in civil 
rights will think of them in terms of presi- 
dential leadership. That has been missing in 
the struggle for which the President expresses 
sympathy. 


A Great Day 


When Irish eyes are smiling, ’tis a great 
day for George Graff of Stroudsburg; Pa. Mr. 
Graff collects royalties from “When Irish 
Eyes Are Smiling.” A Dutchman himself, he 
wrote the words in 1912. Ernest Ball, son 
of German parents, composed the music and 
they produced this song for Chauncey Olcott, 
then the country’s favorite Irish actor. Mr. 
Olcott, however, was born John Chamberlain 
in Buffalo, N.Y., and began his career in 
black-face minstrel shows. But if none of 
those involved in writing the most popular 
Irish song ever sung was truly Irish, what 
difference does it make? Neither, strictly 
speaking, was St. Patrick. ‘Tis still a great 
day for all sorts of Irish. 


Siill Waiting on Transit 


The St. Louis Labor Council has indorsed 


what we believe to be the less preferable of 
the two indicated solutions to this area’s 
transit problem—Public Service Co.’s pro- 
posal for an area-wide system freed of the 
burden of local gross receipts taxes. The 
company’s proposal is, however, better than 
no solution at all. 


Evidently the Council was moved in large ~ 


part by the position of Streetcar and Bus 
Operators Local 788 which favors the Public 
Service Co. proposal. The union has been 
somewhat less than friendly to public owner- 
ship, which we favor on grounds that it pro- 
vides the maximum opportunity to increase 
and expand transit service, for fear it might 
endanger the pension rights of its members. 


Nevertheless the Labor Council’s action is 
a reminder that a basic public policy decision 
on transit is still hanging fire in City Hall 
and County Courthouse. The sooner Mayor 
Tucker and Supervisor McNary make up their 
minds on where their administrations should 
be heading, the sooner the community may 
be in position to do something constructive 
about transit. 


An Uneven Dozen 


We hereby amend a recent editorial listing 
11 cases of conflict of interest during the 
Eisenhower Administration. Earl C. Corey, 
former director of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment’s commodity office in Portland, Ore., 
has told Senators that he made an $83,250 
profit from a silent partnership in a company 
storing federal grain, and owned stock in 
three other grain companies. Mr. Corey 
swore that he never heard of the conflict of 
interest regulations until mid-1959.

Bottlenecks on the Mississippi 


The 45-foot vertical clearance which has 
been proposed for three new bridges over the 
Mississippi River seems to us the product of 
mistaken notions of economy. These bridges 
are at Le Claire, Ia., La Crosse, Wis., and at 
St. Louis just north of the Chain of Rocks 
bridge. 

Unquestionably they could be built for 
several million dollars less than bridges of 
the standard 63-foot clearance. But would 
they serve present and prospective commer- 
cial transportation and would they be what 
the ‘country needed in event of national 
emergency? 

Towboats already operating on the Missis- 
sippi have vertical clearances of up to 52 feet, 
governed by the height of the radar antennae 
atop the pilot house. The trend in towboat- 
ing is toward larger and larger tows, ‘calling 
for still higher pilot houses to offer proper 
visibility over them. 


Missiles are already in prospect which are 
24 feet in diameter, and resting on carriages 
atop 12-foot-high barges they would be touch- 
and-go for clearance at 45 feet. The low 
clearance might also inhibit the usefulness of 
Middle Western shipyards in a national emer- 
= as the Navy Department has pointed 
ou . 

Whether a clearance of as much as 683 feet 
continues or whether some lower 
elevation would now be acceptable is a matter 
which it would appear the experts could set- 
tle easily enough on the basis of objective 
facts. But that 45-foot clearance would hobble 
both commerce’ and defense is plain enough.

When one considers the snow 
storms of recent weeks, then 
realizes that food supplies were 
affected. so slightly that it is 
barely noticeable in retail stores, 
we may all be grateful for the 
modern efficiency which assures 
us of an abundance of good 
foods, come snow or high water. 

One might have expected the 
vagaries of weather around the 
co to have caused short- 
ages, this is true in only a 
few instances, 

Weather d 
of eggs—not 


disrupt deliveries 


We are told that sales of eggs 
in the city have been exception- 
ally high, and this is quite un- 
derstandable. The Lenten sea- 
son always increases the de- 
mand to some extent. Add to 
this the factors of high quality 
and most attractive prices, and 


sumption. Large eggs are, of 
course, by far the best value. 

Prices are about the same on 
chickens. In general, supplies 
of meats are adequate but not 
over-abundant, with no startling 
changes in price. 


WITH THE EXCEPTION of 
such off-season items as aspar- 
agus, peaches and cantaloupes, 
most fresh produce is reason- 
ably priced. 

Cabbage, carrots, celery and 
medium yellow onions are 
among the best buys for the 
budget-conscious. 

It was not by chance that cab- 
bage was featured in one of the 
low-cost dishes on this page; 
there is about 28 per cent more 
of it this year than last which 
accounts for the fact that it is 
such an excellent value. 

This vitamin C-packed vege- 
table is perfect for steaming or 
shredding. Try mixing shredded 
raw cabbage with raw carrots 
(another “best buy’) for a 
crunchy salad; or serve cab- 
bage wedges, steamed until ten- 
der, with a sharp cheddar cheese 
sauce. 

Speaking of carrots, we were 


interested to read in a recent mix 


bulletin from Purdue University 
that recent research has shown 
carrots will turn bitter when 
stored close to apples or other 
fruits and vegetables. They 
should be put in a moisture-proof 
container (a plastic bag is good) 
away from other fruits and vege- 
tables. 


Prices are firmer on potatoes. 
Russets have moved up to a 
higher bracket but are still 
cheaper than the russets, which 
also have kept pace with the 
general upward trend. 

Watch the quality of iceberg 
lettuce; there is some good let- 
tuce around but most of it is 
only fair. Naturally the top qual- 
ity is commanding premium 
prices. However, you may find 
some bargains in the smaller 
heads. 

Endive, escarole and romaine 
are excellent in quality and mod- 
erate in price. Leaf‘ and Bibb 
lettuce are in the luxury class. 

Green peppers range from low 
to moderate in cost, depending 
upon size. 

Eggplant is working up to a 
high price level. Tomatoes are 
not cheap, but the quality is im- 
proving with some of the vine- 
ripened ones having excellent 
flavor for this time of year. 

Moderately priced fresh vege- 
tables include cauliflower, broc- 
coli, mushrooms, beets, and all 
of the leafy green vegetables. 


GRAPEFRUIT continues to be 
an excellent investment at the 
fruit counters. Both Texas and 
Florida are sending fine fruit 
into this market. In fact, we 
would rate it as the best fruit 
value of the week. 

Flavor is right at the peak of 
the season for those delicious 
juice oranges from Florida; it is 
just too good to miss. 

Supplies of California navels 
are gradually decreasing as ws 
approach the end of the season. 

Prices are virtually unchanged 
on apples, although there has 
been a heavy demand. You may 
choose from Delicious or Golden 
Delicious from the Northwest 
(the latter the more expensive). 
The Northwestern Winesaps are 
moderately priced, with Rome 
Beauties the wisest choice for 


cooking. 

A reminder: That delicately 
flavored hothouse rhubarb has a 
way all its own of brightening up 
menus these days.

Stuffed Cabbage Rolls. 

One large head cabbage. 

One eight-ounce can mush- 
room stems and pieces, drained. 

Three-fourths cup raw white 
rice. 

One cup chopped onions. 

One cup chopped celery. 

One egg, slightly beaten. 

Four teaspoons seasoned salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

One package spaghetti sauc3 


One No. 2'%4 can tomatoes 
(three and one-half cups. 

One 8-ounce can tomato sauce. 

Core cabbage and parboil for 
about 10 minutes. Remove 12 
large leaves and trim off thick 
part. 

Combine mushrooms, rice, 
onion, celery, egg, seasoned salt 
and pepper. 

Place about one-fourth cup of 
mushroom-rice mixture in cup 
section of each leaf. Loosely 
fold over sides of each leaf; 
roll up. 


Place spaghetti sauce mix in 
Dutch oven. Add tomatoes and 
tomato sauce; mix thoroughly. 
Arrange layers of stuffed cab- 
bage, with seam sides down in 
sauce; cover and simmer one 
hour. 

Yield: six servings. 


PORK CHOPS and canned 
peas join forces in this easy, 
flavorful skillet dish. 

Pork Chop and Peas Skillet. 

Four pork chops about three- 
fourths inch thick. 

One medium sized onion, 
sliced. 

One one-pound can peas. 

One-fourth teaspoon oregano. 

One-fourth teaspoon rosemary. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 


One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 


One-fourth cup chopped canned 
pimientos. 

Cook pork chops and onion 
over low heat -until chops are 
browned on both sides 

Drain peas; reserve liquid. 
Add peas liquid, oregano, rose- 
mary, salt, pepper and pimien- 
tos to pork chop mixture. Cover 
and cook over low heat 30 min- 
utes, or until chops are dcne. 
Add peas; heat to serving tem- 
perature. 

Yield: four’ servings. 


Certainly some type of noodle 
casserole belongs in any collec- 
tion of recipes of this sort. In 
this one the French trick of 
using basil (known as the “‘herbe 
royale’) to season beef gives 
the dish unusual flavor. 

Herbed Beef-Noodle 


Casserole. 

One pound ground lean beef. 

One tablespoon butter or mar- 
garine. 

Three cups solid pack canned 
tomatoes. 

One-half cup chopped green 
pepper. 

One and one-half teaspoons 
crumbled whole basil leaves. 

One-half teaspoon garlic pow- 
der. 

One-fourth teaspoon ground 
black pepper. 

Three teaspoons salt. 

Three tablespoons instant 
minced onion. 

One-half pound broad noodles. 

One pound cottage cheese. 

One-fourth cup sour cream. 

Brown meat in butter or mar- 
garine. Add next seven ingredi- 
ents. 


Cook noodles according to 
package directions. Drain and 
discard water. Mix cheese with 
sour cream. 

Fill a buttered two and one- 
half quart casserole with alter- 
nate layers of meat, noodles, and 
cheese mixture, beginning and 
ending with meat. Cover and 
bake 45 minutes. Uncover and 
bake 15 minutes longer. Garnish 
with parsley if desired.

Place olive slice in each in- 
dividual mold or arrange olive 
slices in a one and one-half 
quart mold.

Unmold on salad greens; gar- 
nish with stuffed olives.

A salad to serve with pride 
is this Green Goddess Salad 
Bowl. It is a nutritionally bal- 
anced entree which makes an 
excellent main course around 
which to build a simple supper 
menu. 

Basically a tossed salad of 
crab meat, avocado and grape- 
fruit, it also contains jellied 
cubes of lime-flavored gelatin, 
anchovies and a combination of 
sour cream and mayonnaise.

He testified that there is no, 
way to control the amount of 
fluoride taken into one’s system 
because of the varying amounts 
of water persons drink. 

The fluoride not only shows 
up in a person’s teeth and bones, 
but also in such vital organs 
as the liver and kidney, blood 
vessels and lenses of the eyes, 
he said, adding that this can be 
harmful. 

The suit was filed against the 
St. Louis County Water Co.; the 
St. Louis County Council; Ed- 
ward A. Walsh, county clerk, 
_ and Dr. E. Howe Eller, acting 
county health commissioner. 

Last Friday, a suit by the 
city of Maplewood that chal- 
lenged the validity of the county 
ordinance was dismissed. Maple- 
wood had alleged that the Coun- 
ty Council exceeded its author- 
ity in approving legislation that 
applies to incorporated areas.

continue until the voters approve 
a change, he said. At present, 
if a higher rate expires or fails 
to get approval, the rate drops 
back to the 89-cent level. 


Re-entry Into County. 

Mayor Tucker recalled that 
when proposals for changing 
governmental relations between 4 
St. Louis and St. Louis county 
were being discussed by a Board | 
of Freeholders, he had advocated | 
re-entry into the county by the 
city. 

“I believe one of the major 
objections to the re-entry ap- 
proach stemmed from the fact 
that basic state constitutional

i IRST VANGUARD 
SATELLITE MARKS 
ITS SECOND YEAR 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP) 
—Vanguard I, the smallest of the 
satellites whirling about the 
earth, marked its second anni- 
versary today. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration estimated 
that the distance traveled—at the 
rate of about 18,000 miles an 
hour—at 281,495,400 miles at 7:15 
a.m., exactly two years after 
the March 17, 1958, launching at 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. 


Estimates as to how much 
longer the satellite may remain 
in orbit range from 200 to 2000 
years. 

The 3.25-pound sphere com- 
pletes a circuit around the earth 
every 2 hours and 14.4 minutes. 
It swings as close to the earth 
as 404 miles and on its farthest 
point is 2452 miles away. Scien- 
tists track it by its radio sig- 


nals powered by six solar bat- 
teries.

$1.25 minimum wage. He said 
the Administration seemed to | 
think $50 a week was too much 
for millions of workers, but it | 
would “‘hardly take care of the 
golfing fees at a good golf 
course.” 

Other speakers before the un- 
jon group included Senators Stu- 
art Symington of Missouri and 
Wayne Morse of Oregon, also 
Democratic lL candi- 
dates, and esta ce Sher- 
man Cooper (Rep, Kentucky 
and Pat McNamara (Dem.) of 
Michigafi.

The elevator operator slapped him 
on the back, nicely. For the first time in two weeks faces 
turned toward him were friendly. At last, he had erred. 
“You can’t win in this business,”” Armand said. 

The radio station is delighted by the attention 
te Armand. Let it snow. Let ’em talk. The station 
is paying Weather Corp. of America at the rate of 
$15,000 a year for Armand’s specialized, highly accu- 
rate talents. At that price, the more talk the better. 


Armand broadcasts from the Weather Corp.'s offices 
in the Railway Exchange building, and I went there to 
inspect him and his equipment for evidence of an occult 
pipeline to the weather, an ouija board tuned in to snow- 
devils. I found nothing except a double bank of teletype 
machines rattling off weather information. Armand was at 
work over a plotting board. He didn’t have a thing to 
hide, not even his last name. 

“The station and I decided upon the ‘This is Armand’ 
introduction because it might be a little more effective,” 
he said, “and also because my last name might be a little 
difficult for general consumption. It’s spelled I-a-c-c-h-e-o 
and you pronounce it ‘yah-kayo.’” 

Weather Corp. hired away Armand from the United States 
Weather Bureau here nine years ago. Bill Hartnett, founder 
and president of Weather Corp., can’t recall making a better 
move. Weather Corp. is a private meteorological firm li- 
censed by the Department of Commerce to receive al] weather 
data and int&rpret it for the special needs of private indus- 
tries, Last year Armand became the hero of Weather Corp.'s 
local clients because he was the only forecaster to warn 
of the February tornado. He gave the clients long advance 
notice to batten the hatches, earning the loyalty and grati- 
tude of public utilities and chemical companies. 

One KSD man, checking Armand’s forecasts, declared 
he was “either lucky or a genius.” Armand says there 
isn’t much of either luck or genius in good forecasting. 


“I’m seldom 100 per cent sure of a forecast,” 
sald..“But if a forecaster can examine the con- 
ditions did then use his judgment, be can be reason- 
ably confident. Sometimes theory overweighs experi- 
ence. Other times, experience may overweigh theory. 
The forecaster decides. Then he sweats it out.” 


He has been a weatherman for almost 18 years and he 
first began sweating out forecasts in dead earnest when 
he’ was with the Air Force, stationed in Africa. He was 
weather-plotting flight missions from African bases to targets 
in Europe. The Germans held the good weather stations 
in Europe and they weren't telling what they had in the 
line of weather. When they did talk about their weather, 
they spoke’in code. Armand shook his head, ruefully re- 
membering the lack of professional courtesy between German 
and Allied weathermen. 

Ever wish for those good old days in Africa, Armand? 
All that warm sand. And no snow?

The swelling is 
caused by some inter- 
ference with the drain- 


age of the lymphatic 


system. 

Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity surgeons re- 
cently wrote on the 
subject, pointing out 
that surgery could be 
considered if the cir- 
cumference of the leg 
increases, if use of the 
limb is impaired, if 
there are significant 
skin changes, or if there are repeated or chronic 
infections. Such surgery is a major procedure; the 
considerations are technical and you must be guided 
by progressive changes, if any, and your doctor’s 
advice. Surgery should be attempted, obviously, only 
in cases that give some promise of success. 


"Dear Dr. Molner: 

“COULD THE EXTRACTION OF TWO TEETH, with the 
inevitable swallowing Of a little blood, cause the formation 
of a blood boil under the arm, and after that healed, an 
anal abcess? My doctor thinks not. R.S.” 


Your doctor is quite right. The swallowing of a 
bit of blood is in no way harmful and would have 
nothing to do with “‘blood boil.” If the extracted 
teeth were infected (that could have been the reason 
for removing them) the extraction could have been 
accompanied by a release of germs which localized 
and caused a boil before the body completed the 
process of conquering the germs. 


NOTE TO M.T.: I question whether any food value is 
lost by chewing with the mouth open, but there are plenty 
of-ether reasons why people should chew with their mouths 
closed. Swallowing air is one reason. A spot on the necktie 
is another!

SAN DIEGO, Calif., March 17. 
THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS of 
one of the nation’s largest manu- 
facturers of aircraf. and missiles 
sat solemnly around the long 
mahogany table. Their vice agere 
ident, a young 
fighter pilot who had risen fast 
in the company, had been criti- 
cizing not only the country’s de- 
fense prograitt, but the military 
policies of President Eisenhower 
himself. He had in turn been at- 
tacked in the press as being less 
interested in his country’s de- 
fenses than in his company’s 
balance sheet. 


The board had gathered to 
listen to his eulogy—and resig- 
nation. It was being delivered 
with proper solemnity by Frank 
Pace, former Secretary of the 
Army and now president of Con- 
vair’s parent company, General 
Dynamics, who had flown in 


specially for the occasion. 

Pace carefully avoided any 
reference to what had caused 
the crisis; there is a time and a 

place for everything. This was 
the time to speak well of the 
departing. “I want to tell you 
how sorry I am to see Tom 
Lanphier Jr. go,” said Pace, in 
his slow Southern drawl. ‘Tom 
Lanphier is a man with big 
ideas, a big heart . 

“And don’t forget — 8 big 
mouth.” 

The interruption broke up the 
solemn meeting. It came, 
course, from Thomas G. Lan- 
phier Jr., the 44-year-old World 
War II ace who won fame 

medals for shooting down a plane 
carrying Japan's Adm. Yama- 
moto. 

After the war, Lanphier went 
back to newspapering — he'd 
majored in journalism at Stan- 
ford University. Although he was 
the son of a West Pointer and 
had been brought up on Army 
airfields, the newspaper busi- 
ness held more glamour for him. 
Lanphier became managing edi- 

r of the Idaho Daily States- 
man, one of the West’s substan- 
tial newspapers. Then in May 
1950, with war clouds gathering 
again, Lanphier’ went to Wash- 
ington and became special as- 
sistant to Stuart Symington, who 
was then head of the National 
Security Resources Board. 

Lanphier never went back to 
the newspaper business. He never 
intended to get into the defense 
business and isn’t too sure he'll 
return to it, now that he’s out 
of it. 

The night he came home aft- 
er resigning his $70,000-a-year 
job to campaign as a private 
citizen for a stronger national 
defense program, Lanphier knew 
the biggest sélling job of all 
would be to convince the skep- 
tics that he had nothing else 
on his mind, As a top execu- 
tive of the company that de- 
signed and built the Atlas mis- 
sile and the B-58 bomber, he 
was accused of being “‘a missile 
salesmen” when he criticized 
the nation’s defense policies. 
Now, he had quit his job, di- 
vested himself of all connec- 
tion with the company—his stock, 
even his connection with the 
pension fund. 

But that first night, Lanphier 
got an important phone call. It 
wasn’t from Washington; in fact, 
it was a local call from a bar 
near a Southern California ma- 
rine base.

He says he has enough 
money to keep going for three 
or four months, Meantime, he’s 
rented a modest office in La- 
Jolla, a suburb of San Diego, 
where he lives with his wife and 
five daughters, and has engaged 
a telephone answering service. 
He’ll talk to anybody around the 
country who is willing to listen, 
and for free. 

He maintains he was not 
asked to resign from Convair. 
“The point is,” he says, ‘‘when 
you criticize the President of the 
United States, it’s bound to be 
awkward. Even though you keep 
saying you’re speaking as an in- 
dividual, people don’t buy that, 
and it isn’t fair to the other 
members of the organization.

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This includes, of course, kid- 
neys, which are highly prized in 
Europe, but spurned to a large 
extent in the United States. Why 
this should be is difficult to ex- 
plain, since they are the source 
of some excellent dishes. Among 
the more highly prized are lamb 
kidneys, and kidney fanciers 
like nothing better than to eat 
them prepared simply, as fol- 
lows: 

Skin and core the kidneys and 
cut them in thin slices. Chop 
one shallot for each kidney and 
fry them in a little butter, As 
soon as they start to change 
color, add the sliced kidneys 
and fry until the onions start 
turning pale brown. Put it all in 
a casserole and cover with

very essential to well-being, than 
any other food; not to mention 
a lot of protein, iron, phos- 
phorus, thiamine, riboflavin and 
two vitamin B components (a 
regular little old mine of as- 
sorted minerals) perhaps we 
could view it in a different light. 
In case you'd like to broaden 
your horizons, try one. Here’s 
how: 


THE WOMEN who love to call themselves the “other 
woman” really must be sick, for who else would want to 
wallow in shame and self-pity?

AGAINST DISHONOR.

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GET A BEEF HEART weigh- 
ing about five pounds. You'll 
find projecting from it some 
white tubes and a bit of gristle. 
Cut them away. Split the heart 
with a sharp knife and wash it 
well, 

Then make a stuffing. You 
can make your favorite bread 
and onion stuffing, or you can 
make a parsley stuffing using 
four cups of soft bread crumbs, 
half a teaspoon of salt and a 
little pepper, a teaspoon of poul- 
try seasoning, a tablespoon of 
minced parsley, a fourth of a 
cup of butter and a fourth of a 
cup of minced onion. 

Dry the heart well and stuff 
the cavities with the dressing. 
Sew it or skewer it together. 
Rub it with seasoned flour, coat- 
ing it well and evenly. 

Brown it on both sides in hot 
grease, Put it in a covered cas- 
serole. Some lay it on a bed of 
sliced carrots and onions cov- 
ered with brown stock. Some 
combine half a cup of red wine 
with half a cup of water, pour it 
into the skillet in which the 
meat was browned, bring it to 
a quick short boil and pour it 
over the meat. 

In either event, cover it and 
put it in a slow oven. Hearts 
have had considerable exercise, 
so they are not exactly tender. 
But after three to three and a 
half hours, they will be. 


When you take it out you can 
thicken the juices and make a 
gravy. Cut the heart into thin, 
crosswise slices and put a little 
gravy on each slice. My guess 
is it will change your whole at- 
titude.
